GH FIRM GOT ALLOTMENT 


A fter the W eekly Meetings, Each Tues­ 


day, W itness Said He Would Send a 


Letter to Each Member Notifying 


Them of Their Allotment in Pounds 


to Be Shipped to Each Territory. 


Chicago, Dec. 30.— Direct evidence | 
that a packers' pool was in existence 
from 1893 to 1890 and that it, after 
suspending operations two years, re- 
•umed control of the country’s fresh 
meat business was given in the pack­ 
ers’ trial by Henry Veeder, who ad­ 
mitted that he acted as secretary of 
the organization. 
It was the first positive testimony 
offered by the government regarding 
the existence of the old pool, which. 
It is said, met under the name of 
“ postoffice box No. 247" every Tues­ 
day afternoon on the sixth floor of 
the Counselman building. Chicago, to 
fix the price charged for fresh beef, 
agree on the price to he paid for cat­ 
tle, and allot among its members the 
amount of meat to he shipped into 
the different centers for distribution. 
Henry Veeder, a son of Albert H. 
Veeder, the veteran attorney for the 
packers, followed his father on the 
stand as the second witness called by 
the government. 
H is story of the inside workings of 
the old packers’ 
ikjoI wa s not half 
finished when court adjourned. 
He 
admitted many of the material allega­ 
tions made hv the counsel for the 
government in th eir opening ad d ress 
to the jury. 
Between 1893 and 189« the members 
of the pool were Armour & Co..

Meetings Are Described. 


H e described the meeting held ev­ 
ery Tuesday afternoon, at which, he 
«aid, re|>ort.s of the past week's busi­

The witness said the country was 
geographically divided into five sec­ 
tions. each known b y a letter of the 
alphabet, and that each of the mem­ 
bers of the alleged pool was similarly 
designated to prevent publicity.

lion Women Earning Their Living 


by Day Wages They Have a Moral 


R ight to a Voice in All That Goes to 


Improve

Dayton, O., Dec. 30.— Nearing the 
end oi his speech-making trip of Ohio, 
preaching the doctrine of progressive 
R epublcanism, Senator R obert M. La 
Foliette cf Wisconsin 
traveled 
the 
W estern part of the state, closing his 
day with a meeting In Memorial hall, 
where he leiterated his assertion made 
at the noon meeting at North Balti 
more that the supreme court of the 
United 
States had 
assumed 
legisla 
tive powers never granted by the Con 
stitution in its rulings on the Sherman 
anti-trus-t law. 
At 
North 
Baltim ore, 
where 
an 
abandoned tabernacle w as used for the 
me ting, 
the 
sign 
"Get 
right 
with 
God" was still strung across the end 
of the building, above and back of tht 
senator. 
“ Pointing to the sign he read it 
aloud and paraphrased it by saying: 
"Get right with your state and get 
right with your country." 


Says Get R ight W ith State. 


Senator La Foliette referred to the 
afternoon meeting in his remarks and 
repeated his admonition of the after­ 
noon, urging the citizens of Dayton 
and Montgomery county to "U n d er­ 
stand the progressive movement by 
getting 
right 
with 
their 
state and 
country.” 
‘‘R epresentative 
government, 
the 
progressive creed," the senator said, 
“ is service by public officials to the 
people and not the interests. 
It isn’t 
representative government now. Fo r­ 
tunately you do have a representative 
in congress who does serve that pub­ 
lic interest." 
For the first time on the trip the 
senator declared for the bullot for 
women. 
" I say that the women have as much 
right to the ballot as the men," he 
said. 
"D o you know there are seven 
million women in this country earn­ 
ing their living by day wages? 
They 
are adding to the wealth of the na­ 
tion. 
For this reason they have a 
moral right to have a voice in the 
questions of sanitation and all that 
goes to improve living conditions of 
the home which are governed by leg­ 
islation. 


Ballot Is Valuable. 


"I tell you your ballot is a valuable 
thing. 
You don’t cast many of them 
!n your life, especially when you vote ■ 
for president. 
The name of W . J. Bryan was men- j 
tioned by Senator La Foliette, and he 
was interrupted by applause. 
" I am not ashamed to pause w hile i 
you pay tribute to Mr. Bryan ,” he j 
said. 
"H e is a highly honorable man. 
I 
feel 
under 
obligation 
to Colonel 
Bryan.” 
The senator then told of summoning 
Mr. Bryan to help him while governor 
of Wisconsin, secure passage of the 
progressives’ rate law in that state, 
which was threatened In the legisla 
ture by the apathy of some Democrat 
ic. memhers.
